REPOR ON NORTHWESTERN ONTARIO NET at 3750-~8.15 local time thunder bay

Back in the carly 30's (the 1930's to be cxact) there was a radio 
telephone circuit between Pecelce Island, Loke Eric, and the — 
telephone office in Leamington. This was to provide omergoncy 
communications in case of the telcphene cable (underwater) being 
damaged by icc. I wes not aware of its cxistence util the spring 
of 31 or 32, when it started giving troublc. In those days for me 
it was a case of "no trouble - no work"(nnd it was to continue 

for another 36 years). I procceded tmuy pronto! to Vindsor to 
contact the D.O.7. representative there for further information. 
This was Roy Gooding, a good fricnd of mine I had run into on 
scveral occasions in tho past when 'looking for trouble'. This 
time I found that he was way ahead of me and had gono on to 
Leamington, also on the Peclee:Island trouble. . 


Then Windsor to Leamington by taxi, only to find that Roy was 
already at thoairficld. The airfield turned out to be just that, 
oa farmers ficld with one lonley mircraft in the middle. And it 
wes no Acroplace dcluxc, put an ancient open cockpit job of the 
treining type (WW-1). At this timc it was surrounded by mechanies 
with blow torches and tools plus numcrous bags of mail. Roy said 
thet they had been trying to get the engine started for three days 
and thet it would take off Ss soon cs they got it to ©. He didn't 
say anything about going with it , and after a second look -t the 
seronlane, I wasn't too keen on going myself. 


Suddenly the engine startcd sputtcring and banging and roared into 
life. So the pilot hurricdover and said “climb into thet thing ond 
we will be off", At first I thought he was talking of tho aircraft 
but then noticed he wes pointing to a flying suit thet md been 
laying on the ground besidc the mail for the past three days. So I 
said to myself 'When you gotta go, you gotta go'. The suit was 
about four sizes too big end when I started to move, I fell over the 
long pont legs, (or mnybe they Gidn$t want to go cithcr). 

I climced on board and with somc difficulty moved the mril around to 
make sitting room but I was still too high. We were soon bumping - 
alogg the ficld and finally bceame eirborne. 


We went un in 2 hurry and benked sround at what scemed like 90 
degrees, I hed to find scnething to hold on to. I thought this 
must. be flying the hard way. The flight did not last too lnng 

and we came down at the south cnd of the island on the lIrke icc. 
But the thrills vere not vet over, An old car stood by and we 
transferred, (the mail and I) to the rear seat-again. And now the 
fun began. The ice was smooth ondct the first, the traction was poor 
but when we got started we headed in the general direction of the 
north end of the islend but never in a straight line for more than 
two seconds. Skidding from side to side and somctimes going sterir 
first. it was hnir raising while it 1lnsted. 


At the north cnd we got on to the roads but they were just as bad 
as on the 1lnkc, everywhebe there was icc. Finelly wo arrived at 
our destination end I was gind to climb out. The teleyhone officc 
wag on the second floor of a two storey frome house. The YL 2t the 
board turned out to be the wife of the enr driver who wes also the 
second operator.

At. first opportunity I looked over the RT transmitter, a low power

On arrival I noticed three mam looking. +t the whecls of the plame, 
One of the tircs was flat. The -pump to remedy the trouble was also 
flat. So the situation was easily token care of by Letting out the 
“cir in the good tirc., We would now be on an cven keel providing we 
got off the ground. The toke~-off was rough but we meade it. Landing 
back on the mainland w2s nearly disatrous as we landed on e« ploghcd 
field, That was my lest flight with that pilot. Some time later 
“fT Learned thet he had made one flight too many with fatal results 
to. both himself and his scroplane. 


Not long after thet i aag I made = trip to Chicago on the 

M.V. Chicago Tribune with a load of ‘paper. This timc I made the 
return trip via American Airlines, first class “11 the way, no more 
open cockpit seats with the mail.
